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BIG CHANGES S FRESH AIR: 

SDS NATIONAL CONVENTION REPORT

CHICAGO (LNS) -- SDS expelled the Pro- 
gressive Labor Party (PL) and its political 
allies from the ranks of the organization June 
21 The action was the turning point of the 
1969 SDS National Convention- SDS leaders saw 
it as a historic step in the history of the 
nation's left, and as a breath of fresh air 
for the movement. 

About half of the 1,800 delegates at the 
convention joined the SDS leadership in the 
walkout which followed the expulsion of PL. 

PL was told it was no longer a part of SDS 
because of its failure to support the world's 
most significant struggles against imperialism. 

PL rejects the Black Panther Party's revolution- 
ary nationalist ideology as "reactionary"; the 
party also charges that the National Liberation 
Front of South Vietnam and the government of 
North Vietnam are "selling out" the people of 
Vietnam by "making deals" in Pans; they be- 
little Cuba and North Korea as "revisionist." 

This was the first time that a group has 
been excluded from SDS for political reasons. 

When SDS was formed in the early 1960's, 
a non-exclusionary clause was adopted for the 
express purpose of affirming that the group 
would not exclude members of the Communist Party. 
Although PL sees itself as a "communist" party, 
the action against PL can in no way be inter- 
preted as anti - Communism . SDS leaders often 
have described themselves as "revolutionary 
communists" and one of the principles most SDSers 
seemed to agree upon is that disciplined Marx- 
ist- Leninists are welcome to function inside SDS. 

Bemardine Dohm, interorganizational sec- 
retary of SDS, told PL that they were being 
excluded primarily because of their consistent 
failure to support black struggles on various 
campuses. She urged PL's allies, the 600-man 
Worker Stduent Alliance (WSA) caucus, to join 


has been building up for more than two years, 
but the practical results of PL's presence 
in SDS have been felt most severely in the past 
few months 

PL brought intense doctrinaire ideological 
debate to SDS chapter meetings, compelling SDS 
regulars to parry with packaged rhetoric of 
their own, thereby turning off many newcomers. 

PL's failure to support black struggles for 
black studies programs and open admissions fur- 
ther exacerbated the conflict, posing an ob- 
structionist force m numerous campus struggles 
around the country. 

The antagonisms emerged at the convention 
even as the 1,800 delegates and observers filled 
the dingy auditorium of the Chicago Coliseum, 
rented for the occasion after SDS had been turned 
down by hundreds of campuses. 

PL and the SDS leadership disagreed on the 
agenda and other procedural matters. Each group 
won a few of these procedural votes, but observers 
concluded with alarm that PL's forces could 
conceivably take over SDS through passing its 
resolutions and electing its slate of officers. 

The assault on PL sharpened Thursday. 

Speakers from the Young Lords and the Black Pan- 
thers assailed PL for its failure to support 
revolutionary nationalism and self determination. 

"If you can’t relate to Huey P. Newton," 
said Chaka, Illinois Minister of Information 
for the Panthers, "then you can close up your 
red book." He told PL they were armchair rev- 
olutionaries and berated them for considering 
themselves the vanguard. The Panthers are the 
vanguard, he said- "We've earned it with our 
blood " 

Chaka also chided PL for its puritanism. 

"As long as you do your part of the work, you 
can take a trip, get drunk or make love all 
night," he said. He also said that the Panthers 
were proponents of "pussy power," explaining 
that this meant that revolutionary women could 
find revolutionary men "to satisfy them in 
their hour of need," or use their sexual powers 
to persuade counter-revolutionary men to be- 
come rc vo 1 ut i on ary 


with SDS. 

Animosity between PL and its opponents 
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The delegates -- almost all of them 
white-- responded with hisses, boos, and shouts 
to this comment, many of the SDS regulars join- 
ing with PL in the chant, ’’Fight Male Chauvin- 
ism!” While PL took advantage of a difficult 
moment--and cultural barners--to assail the 
Panthers, most SDSers felt it was necessary 
to make some response to the Panther’s chauvin- 
ist comment, 

Bobby Rush, Panther Minister of Defense 
for Illinois, took the podium, saying that the 
Panthers were dealing internally with contra- 
dictions on the question of women's liberation, 
and quoted Mao on equality for women , 

Friday, June 20, the showdown began. As 
PL, SDS regulars, and a few smaller factions 
prepared to vie with each other over a series 
of resolutions on racism, a delegation of Pan- 
thers arrived in the hall. Reading a statement 
from the Illinois Panthers Central Committee, 
a Panther spokesman described PL members as 
"counterrevolutionary traitors” and told SDS, 
"You'll be judged by the company you keep.” 

The Panther call for expulsion was all but 
explicit--the tension of anticipated violence 
filled the auditorium c The statement had the 
approval of Bobby Seale, national chairman of 
the Panthers, as well as of the Young Lords 
Organization (a Chicago Puerto Rican group), 
the Brown Berets (a Chicano group), the Crusade 
for Justice (Colorado Chicanos) and the Young 
Patriots (Chicago white working class radicals) . 

The SDS leadership was being told to shit 
or get off the revolutionary pot. 

About two dozen PL men stormed the podium, 
and Jeff Gordon, the party’s head student or- 
ganizer, took the microphone to respond. He 
charged the SDS leadership with opportunism for 
"bringing” the Panthers to the convention, ex- 
pressed general praise for the Panthers, but at- 
tacked their position on black nationalism. 

Bemardine Dohm took the mike to suggest 
that it was time to consider whether or not it 
would be possible for people to continue working 
in the same orbanization with PL. Mark Rudd-- 
an SDS regional organizer from New York--called 
for an adjournment. Before the procedural debate 


was over, however, national secretary Mike 
Klonsky urged people opposing the PL line to 
move into an adjacent hall to resolve the or- 
ganizational contradictions. 

Debate in the Coliseum annex and the main 
room went on for hours. Small regional cau- 
cuses went on that night, and the talking con- 
tinued for some 12 hours the next day, June 21. 

In the main hall, PL-oriented delegates passed 
a "unity” resolution, invited the others back, 
and broke ip into small discussion groups. 

By midnight, debate ended, and some 1,000 
delegates marched back into the main convention 
room to listen to Bemardine Dohm read PL 
out of SDS. Almost everybody seemed to be 
thinking about the possibility of a huge brawl, 
but it didn't happen. As 1.000 SDS regulars 
stood in a silent ring around the auditorium, 
Bemardine Dohm read her statement clearly 
and fervently. The PL people started out in 
nervous silence, then tried ridicule by forced 
laughter, and finally jumped to their feet with 
shouts of "shame!” and "Smash Racism!” and 
"Power to the Workers l” 

Many of those who had remained in the main 
auditorium with PL did not join in the histri- 
onics. The SDS regulars maintained their si- 
lence, and marched out triumphantly, fists 
raised, as Bemadine declared the session re- 
cessed. PL supporters chanted "Power to the 
Workers!” as the regulars marched out. There 
were no fights. 

SDS ended the convention the next day at 
the First Congregational Church, Different 
political tendencies emerged, and the group 
decided not to adopt an exclusionary statement 
of principles, but to stand on the previous 
night's statement justifying the expulsion of 
PL. Votes on resolutions and candidates indi- 
cated that a majority of the delegates in the 
church rejected the "Social democracy" of the 
Independent Socialist Club and the politics 
of anarchism. 

There was unanimous support for several 
action resolutions, including a call for massive 
street demonstrations in Chicago against the 
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war in Vietnam to coincide with the Conspiracy 
Eight trial in September . The group also called 
for demonstrations against Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, 
"so he won’t be welcome anywhere in the whole 
world,” and endorsed the Venceremos Brigade, 
which will send 300 North Americans to Cuba to 
help cut sugar cane in the 1969-70 harvest. 

Mark Rudd was elected national secretary, 
Jeffrey Jones, interorganizational secretary, 
and Bill Ayers, education secretary. 

All three are associated with an extra- 
official lirman national collective which will 
presumably provide ideological leadership for 
SDS in the coming months. This collective was 
responsible for drawing up an ideological outline 
for a Revolutionary Youth Movement. The pro- 
posal, known as the ’’Weatherman” proposal, was 
not brought up for discussion formally, but pre- 
sumably will be the basis for SDS policy in 
the near future. It was published in the con- 
vention issue of New Left Notes, the SDS weekly 
organ, under the title, ’’You Don’t Need a Weather- 
man to Know Which Way the Wind Blows.” The pro- 
posal calls for a revolutionary strategy based 
on the concept of winning over white working 
people in America to support revolutionary 
struggle in the third world and in the black 
nation inside the U.S. 

Eight SDSers were named to the National In- 
terim Committee. They are: Michael Klonsky, 
Bemardine Dohm, Robert Avakian (California), 
Howard Machtinger (Illinois), Barbara Riley 
(New York), Linda Evans (Michigan), Noel 
Ignatin (Illinois) and Corky Benedict (Ohio). 

PL and friends also met June 22, affirmed 
that they were the legitimate SDS, attacked the 
’’split” and elected their own slate of officers. 
Since the national office of SDS in Chicago 
remains in the hands of the ’’regulars,” PL will 
probably be forced to open a new office. It is 
expected that both groups will put out their 
own editions of New Left Notes. 

What does it all mean? Those who have been 
active in SDS, but troubled by a tendency toward 
arrogance and dogma, breathed a sigh of relief. 

The expectationis that SDS will be able to do 
better in the absence of battles with PL. 


The anarchist caucus in SDS ; ' voiced a pop- 
ular criticism of the group in its position 
paper: "The sectarianism of the past year has 
already created the ’SDS- type’ -- a humorless, 
poker faced ’political’ with arteriosclerotic 
ideas that were new in 1848.” 

Now, there is some hope that the sectarian- 
ism will depart with PL, and various New Left 
tendencies will be able to engage in comradely 
debate » 

Anarchists, pacifists, and yippies , among 
others. f^d up with SDS, may not find the organi- 
zation ill that different, however. The new 
leadership defines itself clearly within Marxist- 
Leninist revolutionary traditions and hopes 
that revolutionary collectives within SDS will 
eventually lead to a new Marxist-Leninist party. 
In addition, the leadership promises to provide 
a "working class” orientation, which means moving 
SDS beyond the traditional campus to new youth 
constituencies, in neighborhoods, hang-outs, 
factories, community colleges, and high schools. 

Whether or-, not PL can succeed in maintain- 
ing its brand ^of SDS may well depend on how 
successful the "regulars” are in developing work- 
ing class orientation while still relating to a 
student constituency. Many members of the 600- 
man PL-controlled Worker Student Alliance caucus 
seem prepared to abandon PL’s leadership if 
SDS is capable of showing it can relate success- 
fully to white workers. 

There are those in WSA who claim that SDS’s 
approach to whites- -the stress on support for 
black and Third World struggles--doesn 1 t speak 
directly to the needs of white workers. The 
leadership, however, warns against insisting on 
an integrated revolutionary movement, given re- 
peated instances in history of whites selling 
out the black revolution. There is also concern 
about the tendency of some white radicals to in- 
dulge in what is called the "false consciousness 
of national chauvinism” -- i.e., the claim that 
there can be a home-bred American socialism ir- 
respective of struggles elsewhere.

BUT REPORTERS SNEAK IN 

CHICAGO (LNS) -- Delegates to the 1968 SDS 
National Convention voted to exclude represen- 
tatives of the "capitalist press," but many re- 
porters managed to get in by paying a $10 ob- 
servor fee. All journalists had little dif- 
ficulty obtaining information about the procedings 
inside; Chicago * s newspapers reported receiving 
dozens of phone calls from enterprising young 
people who offered to report on the convention 
from the inside in exchange for money * 

Not all reporters managed to sneak in, 
however. Peter Babcox, an education writer for 
Time magazine who is well-known to movement 
activists in the New York area, transformed 
his straight blond hair into curly black tresses, 
darkened his eyebrows and tried to get through. 

He was spotted on his way in, and was escorted 
back to the sidewalk. 

The SDS delegates rejected a somewhat 
different press policy, proposed by several 
Liberation News Service staff members and sup- 
ported by the SDS leadership, the LNS resolution 
would have excluded only The New York Times 
(in retribution for the testimony given by a 
Times Reporter recently before the House In- 
ternal Security Committee), while admitting 
other reporters if they signed an affidavit af- 
firming they would not submit similar testimony. 
Supporters of this resolution argued not only 
that it was useful to force reporters to take 
a political stand on repression, but also that 


despite their best intentions. 

"2) The mass media fool the people-- 
create false consciousness--in many ways: 
distortions, half-truths, commercialization, 
sensationalism, and the placing of ideas, words, 
and events out of context. As lor^ as people 
have a false sense of reality, they will not move 

in a revolutionary way. 

”3) Repressive governmental agencies use 
journalists in their attempt to destroy our 
movement Police photographers and investi- 
gators pose as professional newsmen, and FBI 
agents pressure journalists to give them infor- 
mation. Recently a New York Times reporter, 
authorized by his paper, gave testimony to 
the House Internal Security Committee--successor 
to HUAC r As long as the media continue to 
serve the ruling class and not the people-- 
those who work for that media will be forced to 
act against the people ! s movement. 

"4) Our revolutionary movement has de- 
veloped its own media. Unlike the capitalist 
media--where those who own it make their money 
from the labor of the working press--the movement 
media operate in the interest of the people 
and serve to fill the need to analyze the 
true nature of the capitalist society. The 
workers of the movement media are active par- 
ticipants in the revolutionary movement, not 
observers. Only active participants in struggle 
can portray that struggle with the necessary 
clarity, honesty, and creativity." 
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it was futile to try to exclude them since 
observers were being admitted. 

Once the decision to exclude the press 
was made, however, the following statement was 
drawn up and submitted to the press: 

"Representatives of the capitalistic 
media have been excluded from the 1969 SDS 
National Convention for the following reasons. 

"1) Mass media in the U.S. serve the 
interest of those who own it and their allies 
SDS*s goal is to build a society with no rul-

THE FRED HAMPTON CASE: 


PANTHER GETS FIVE YEARS IN ICECREAM THEFT 
LIBERATICNNews Service 

CHICAGO (LNS) -- An informal ’’people f s court” 
made up of members of Chicago’s black community 
found Fred Hampton, deputy chairman of the Illi- 
nois Black Panther Party, innocent of criminal 
charges of unarmed robbery brought against him 
by the state. But the official government trial 
found him guilty* 

The crime? ’’Stealing” $70 worth of ice 
cream last April from an ice cream truck to 
distribute to poor kids in the community* 

Hampton’s trial was a mockery of ’’equal 
justice under law” up and down the line. His 
jury was not a ’’jury of peers”; it included 
only a token representation of poor young 
blacks. While the original list of jurors in- 
cluded at least twelve such people, the State’s 
attorney rejected most of them immediately. 

When the defense c^me around to question- 
ing potential jurors as to racial prejudice 
(which would have allowed Hampton’s laywer to 
dismiss racist whites) , the Court permitted 
such questioning only in open court <, Thus 
each prospective juror quickly learned from 
the answers of prior jurors just what was the 
acceptable answer to questions on prejudice. 

In the actual trial, the prosecution was 
permitted to bring its main witness--the ice 
cream vendor--to the stand in his Army uniform, 
an obvious ploy to win the sympathy of the jury 
by associating him with ’’patriotism.” 

The ice cream man’s testimony contained 
numerous ”1 don’t knows,” and other contradictions 
among which was his claim to have been simul- 
taneously stomped on the chest and choked by 
Hampton, The witness confused matters even 
further by claiming that he eventually recog- 
nized Hampton as the ’’offender” when he saw Hamp- 
ton wearing a shirt with the ice cream man’s 
footprint on it! (So, who stomped who?) 

The jury accepted the witness’ contradic- 
tory statement about Hampton's assault, and never 
even asked to see the famous "foot-printed” 
shirt which would have indicated that the ice- 
cream man assaulted Hampton, and not vice versa.

Hie judge in the case, Sidney Jones. Jr., 
found himself in a tight spot!. At the same 
time that Hampton went on trial. Judge Jones’ 
job was at stake because he had found ’’not 
guilty” a hoodlum who had run over and killed 
a child. 

That same judge, who is supposed to base 
his sentence on the ’’moral character” of the 
defendant, ignored Hampton’s work with Chicago’s 
poor people, and only asked him about whether 
he attended church, had a good-paying job, and 
lived at home with his parents. 

Although a defendant’s political beliefs 
are legally irrelevant to length of sentence. 
Judge Jones let the prosecutor question Hampton 
on his politics 

The minimum sentence for a youthful first 
offender m cases of unarmed robbery is normally 
one year* Panther Chairman Fred Hampton was 
sentenced to a minimum of two years and a maximum 
of five years for giving free ice cream bars 
to the kids of Chicago. 
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HOW TO KEEP THE STRAIGHT PRESS IN LINB

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SAIGON NEUTRALISTS ON THE MOVE

SAIGON (LNS) -- The Progressive Nationalist 
Force (PNF), a newly-founded neutralist party 
in Saigon, has issued a communique in response 
to official harassment. The apparent purpose of 
the communique is to clarify the PNF's position 
in such a way as to avoid arrest without alien- 
ating the urban masses. 

When the PNF was organized on June 4, the 
leadership declared itself in favor of an immed- 
iate cease-fire, a n reconciliatory government,” 
a neutr&l foreign policy, and the withdrawal of 
all "non-South Vietnamese” forces. 

The PNF, led by lawyer Tran Hgoc Lieng, has 
close links to the An Quang Buddhists and to Big 
Minhr It is composed of white-collar intellect- 
uals who seem genuinely more interested in peace 
than in personal aggrandizement. 

The PNF ! s opening liberal declaration was 
as daring a document as one could hope for under 
the Saigon dictatorship. The call for with- 
drawal of all ”non-South Vietnamese” forces was 
seen as a sop to the police. The meat of the 
matter was the demand for the formation of a 
”reconciliatory government,” Most people, in- 
cluding President Thieu, correctly saw that as a 
polite way of advocating the overthrow of the 
present regime. 

When the declaration was made public, 
right-wing hacks in the National Assembly pounded 
their desks demanding the arrest of Lieng and 
his colleagues. But Thieu himself was myster- 
iously silent. 

^ Then Thieu went to Midway, got cuddled by 
Nixon,, and came back his plucky old self. One 
hour after touching down at Tan Son Nhat air- 
port, Thieu was on television assuring his sub- 
jects that anyone who advocates a ’’coalition 
or reconciliatory government” will be ’’punished.” 
But so far, no one has really been pun- 
ished, There has been only minor harassment. 

Lam Chanh Binh, a pharmacist and PNF vice- 
chairman, was picked up by the police for ques- 
tion in g_anA_wa^_^ with 
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Communists,” T'rieu Quoc Manh, a young judge 
and PNF vicc-Secretary General, was informed 
that he would lose his draft deferment because 
of his political activities and could soon ex- 
pect to be in the army. 

Meanwhile, the Catholic press and some 
reactionary Assemblymen have led a smear cam- 
paign, accusing the PNF of being a Communist front 

There is widespread sympathy for the party, 
especially in its attempt to dump Thieu, but 
so far this sympathy is unorganized. 

It is against this background that the PNF 
has issued a communique. The new document de- 
clares that the party does ”not agree with Com- 
munist idelogy,” ’’severely condemns all attempts 
to impose by force a Communist or any other 
kind of regime on the people of South Vietnam,” 
and does ”not advocate including Communists in 
the reconciliatory government.” 

-That out of the way, the party members then > 
’’advocate respect for the right of all citizens 
(read NLF) to participate in the political life 
of the nation” and go on to denounce the govern- 
ment for political oppression. With the case 
of Trieu Quoc Manh on their minds, they specifi- 
cally ’’condemn the policy of using conscription 
to imprison all young men who do not agree with 
the government.” 

It’s difficult to know at this stage whe- 
ther or not the PNF is serious about all that 
anti-Communist blather. There is reason to 
fear that Chairman Lieng means it, though his 
associates may not. But it is certain that if 
they didn't talk that way they would all face a 
firing squad. 

As it is, the PNF has managed to cover its 
bets. The people are turned on by the talk of 
a new government. And the police are kept at 
arm's length by the anti-Communist protestations. 

Sitting thus in the middle, the party’s 
leaders seem confident that they will not be 
arrested. Their reasoning, expressed by one of 
their organizers, is that Thieu is already 
hopelessly isolated for having Truong Dinh Dzu 
and Thich Thien Minh in prison.

(IS STEPS UP WAR ON POT 

(LNS) -- The Mexican and American governments 
arc escalating the war against marijuana. Recently, 
narcotics officials from both countries met in 
Mexico City. They were told about a new kind of 
chemical warfare According to the United Press, 
a new substance has been discovered that can be 
sprayed on pot patches from helicopters. The 
make-up of the substance is classified, but a law 
enforcement official said it is so foul tasting 
that it makes grass unsmokeable.

The United States has offered the Mexican 
government the use of new instruments which can be 
used to detect fields of pot from the air.

”To arms!” one can say to the people. ’’Rise 
up and break the chains that oppress you, in- 
cluding your fear of the end of the world; bend 
back the wonders of technology from suicide, to 
sheer creation.” There are no ears, nor eyes... 
their thoughts spoonfed to them. „ beep beep . . 

”73% of 1500 people interviewed today approved 
the forthcoming ABM, indicating a growing senti- 
ment in favor of the decision, Not only will 
America be made safer now, but we will possess 
another several thousand supercocks to rape the 
world with . „ . beep.” 

Beautiful old French love songs. Songs of 
resistance and death, flow through me. There are 
wet trees outside my window, A lace of shadow 
tossed across the floor. Dark geraniums sway 
in the deep blue early morning breeze. 

Living together in close groups, apart 
from what is essentially a society of strangers, 
can be a source of sanity. In the cities, 
mountains, hills and desert, communes have 
flowered and reached into the past, bringing 
forth handicrafts, beautiful ways of doing and 
making things, art forms on the verge of dying, 
discovering ways of living in peace of mind 
even if bombs do hang over our heads , 

Cooking for large groups is simple only 
after the group of people living together 
decides to eat a good meal every night, and 
stops trusting to the hit or miss method. 
Whatever is being spent on ’’meals out” can 
be better spent with minimal planning For a 


dollar per person and even much less, each 
dinner can be a delicious and he a * i-hy one- 
Collecting the money once a week seems to be 
the simplest method The division of labor can 

take L n n ume r ah 1 e p a tcer. r> r> 

To leave the cooking to those who can cook 
and the cleaning to those who can’t, perpetuates 
what I consider to be a oad situation Every 
human being should be able to prepare a meal for 
15 people, be it hot dogs and beans or beef 
stroganoff . . Thanks to this and many other sys- 
tems, boys grow into men who can’t: so much as 
sew on a button and girls grow into women know- 
ing little else Those who can cook must be will- 
ing to eat a few not so tasty meals and work on 
the dish squad new and then, so chat those who 
need practice and a chance to develop this skill 
creatively, can get it 

Meat is the most expensive part of each meal, 
and the hardest part for a non -cook to handle, 
because it comes in many different forms, the quan 
tity necessary is lard to judge, and the methods 
of cooking whichgive the best results are not 
always obvious. To begin with, ground beef is 
one of the cheapest forms to buy meat m. By 
its very nature, it can be stretched to serve any 
number of people, and can be the base for either 
the most mundane or magnificent meals 

Years ago my mother somehow came up with an 
incredible sweet and sour meatball dish which 
I k ve had the joy of making for many groups of 
people since then. Tire ingredients will be sur- 
prising j and the results cannot rail to please 
everyone. I hope that those of you still shy of 
combining previously un combined things will try 
it . 

For 15 people 

i. Put 5 pounds of fresh ground beef into 
a huge bowl or pot ^ for mixing) Add 5 eggs, 2 
large coarsely grated onions, salt $ pepper to 
taste, and a good sprinkling of garlic salt- Mix 
well with your (clean) hands. 1/2 cup snipped 
parsley can be added if you like. 

2 Heat the biggest frying pan you have with 
a layer of vegetable oil across the bottom. Make 
small meatballs (quarter-size) and brown them in 
the pan As the meatbal Is are ready, move them to 
a bowl, because you’ll never have enough room in 
the pan for all that meat- It's a lot of meatballs 
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Relax Turn on or turn on the radio Pull up a 
chair and sit down Let someone else dig in 
and really help you. Between the batches, spoon 
out the excess liquid in the pan, add oil as 
necessary There 1 s no need to keep the bowl 
of finished meatballs warm, you 1 11 be reheating 
them in the sauce anyway, 

3. When all the meatballs are done, into a 
large pot empty 4 bottles cf "hot" (that is, 
tangy) ketchup and 4 jars of Welches grape jelly, 
and simmer over a very low flame until both are 
melted together, stirring now and then. Mean- 
time, using the same pan you made the meatballs 
in (with the bits of meat and oil still in it) 
lightly sautee a couple of bell green peppers 
cut into quarters with the pieces simply pulled 
apart. After a minute, add the contents of 
this pan to the simmering sauce, along with the 
meatballs, Simmer gently 15 minutes,.. or until 
the rice is ready - 

4 e A big pot of rice can be made during 
this last simmering period, over which the meat- 
balls are served. With iced tea and a large 
salad you have a wonderful meal. To make this 
for 2-5 people, use 1 pound of meat, 1 bottle 
of ketchup to eacji jar of jelly Whatever is 
left will keep well in the fridge and can be 
reheated easily bit of water may be needed). 
For desert, large pans of cool jello served 
with unwhipped cream, or a large cold watermelon 
in wedges will make everyone happy. 

The question is, how happy can we really 
be, even on communes . Whenever I am asked if 
I am willing to sacrifice the togetherness of 
my own head, the happiness of my own only life, 
for a bloody mess called revolution which the 
_ majority of the people in America don’t want 
anyway, when I could just as well expand and 
understand myself and life in a cabin in the 
Rocky Mountains while those who are oppressed 
do their own fighting, I always think of the 
two ancient paths to Nirvana,, One is called 
Hinayana (or the lesser vehicle) and according 
to this story Buddha attained Nirvana when he 
reached and entered it, and it is up to each 

man to walk that path alone, trying by 
his own efforts to bring himself in each life 
closer to it. If he keeps being reborn, if he 
remains poor and hungry and further than ever 
away from peace, the responsibility is his own. 

There is a second path believed in by 
others, called the great way, the Mahayana. 
Buddha on the brink of Nirvana realized that 
true happiness for him would be impossible 
as long as there are so many people on earth 


who are wretched; that there would be no peace 
for him as long as he knew about and had feelings 
for the unhappy left behind. He didn’t pass 
through the enchanted gate to nothingness, but 
rather will wait at the brink until everyone can 
enter with him, (Possibly the two stories re- 
present the two sides of man--the selfish and 
the selfless). Needless to say, the wealthy 
in India believe the first is the way. The hope 
of the masses lies in the second. 

No matter how many of us drop out, the 
ruling class, the profiteers, and the military- 
industrial complex know what they need to thrive 
on--and the simple joys of living in peace in a 
beautiful world is not their bag. This leads me 
to assume that as long as the power is in their 
hands, the situation that the world is in will 
continue to grow worse. It’s up to us to organ- 
ize the people- As for the reactionaries, it’s 
up to us to organize the people to overthrow 
them,

STUDENTS GALLUPING TO DEMONSTRATE 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- A recent Gallup Poll 
shows that 28% of all college students have 
"participated in a demonstration of some kind." 

The survey also reveals a sharp difference 
of attitudes between students and the public at 
large.

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PIGS ATTACK BLACK PANTHERS

SACRAMENTO (LNS) -- Police violated another 
black community Sunday, June 15--this time in 
California's capital city when pigs attacked 
a group of blacks in a ghetto park and then 
ripped apart the Black Panther Party office 
where people ran for safety. 

Police used 38 caliber pistols, 12 gauge 
shotguns, tear gas, and mace against the people, 
and Panther James Mott said two or three people 
suffered bullet wounds and at least ten were hit 
with birdshot. 37 persons were arrested. 

Police Captain Guthry said 14 officers 
were hit by birdshot and one suffered a bullet 
wound in his forearm. 

The police struck about 9 p.m. when a group 
of about 250 persons had gathered in the Oak Park 
ghetto's McClatchy Park, recently renamed Brother- 
hood Park by the residents. Police Chief Joseph E. 
Rooney said "hoodlums" had taken over the park 
and police were called in because people were 
harassing motorists and blocking traffic. How- 
ever most of the crowd were women, children, and 
teenagers who had gathered peacefully in the park. 

"We wanted to clear it up," said Rooney, 

"but apparently that's what triggered it." 

The police formed combat lines and started 
toward the crowd. Many of the youths in the 
park countered by throwing rocks and bottles 
at police. Then, the pigs began firing shot- 
guns into the crowd and attacked people with 
mace as they tried to escape. 

People ran wildly away from the park, and 
some fought back against the pigs with shotguns. 
Moderate black Floyd Godfrey said Chief Rooney 
had refused a request to order his men "to stop 
pointing their shotguns at parents trying to 
get their kids out of the area." 

About 35 people escaped into the Panther 
office a few blocks away: most of them had been 
beaten or maced. Panther Mott said, "As soon 
as we had gotten the people into the office, 


Police then tear gassed the building and 
entered, but everyone was able to escape out the 
back door. Panther Captain Charles Brunson said 
the police ripped off $200 and several tape re- 
corders, and they damaged typewriters and strew 
food for the "Breakfast for Children" program 
all over the floor. 

At 3 a.m. the next day Rooney declared the 
area "under control" but people can only be"con- 
trol led"for so long.

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AL PARE DON ; UP AGAINST THE WALL 
GROWING LATIN AMERICA REVOLT

At the end 

of May, representatives from 21 Latin American 
governments met in Vina del Mar, Chile, to discuss 
common problems vis a- vis the United States, 

Their collective demands, in the form of a 
6000 -word report, were presented to President 
Nixon on June 11 — just five days j^efore Nelson 
Rockefeller was to leave on his third "fact- finding 1 
trip to Latin America* 

The report confirmed what more and more North 
Americans are coming to realize; tjiat there is a 
"growing and harmful resentment" throughout Latin 
America against U„S 0 policy, and especially 
against the rapid depletion of the hemispheres 
resources by U o s o corporations, 

Chilean Foreign Minister Gabriel Valdes 
asserted that "private investments have meant, 
and mean today, for Latin America, that the 
amounts that leave our continent are many times 
higher than those that are invested in it," and 
that "no solidarity can be based upon these 
realities," He placed the amount of private 
earnings drained out of Latin America into the 
U,S U in 1968 as five times the amount that U.S. 
corporations invested in Latin America during 
that year. 

The total U.S. business investment is 
presently $12 billion, and the amount of profit 
being returned to U*S U corporations is constantly 
rising. Repatriated profits to the U C S. exceeded 
net private investment by $761 million in 1962, 
by $895 million in 1964, and by $1022 million in 
1967 „ "This we can no longer accept," Valdes 
declared. 

Other specific grievances in the 21-nation 
report concerned U.S* trade barriers to certain 
key Latin American exports, and decreased U.S. 
foreign aid,, Nixon promised to give "serious 
consideration" to the report.

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STRAIC] IT TALK IN CUBA

In a recent hard-hitting speech, Premier 
Fidel Castro discussed some of the failures and 
difficulties plaguing Cuban agriculture (see 
Granma v June 1. 1969)* This year's sugar harvest, 
the basis of the country’s economy, yielded less 
than five million tons of sugar (plans called for 
nine million) , while the 1970 harvest calls for 
ten million tons. 

Fidel blamed the disappointing yield on poor 
coordination and organization of labor, transporta- 
tion and equipment. Moreover, the intense pre- 
preparations for the 1970 harvest (to be known 
as the "Year of the Decisive Effort") over-taxed 
Cuba's limited resources* Despite Soviet 
assistance, the Cubans have not yet been able to 
mass produce a mechanized sugarcane harvesting 
combine to increase labor productivity. 

To make up for this failure (and meet export 
commitments),, cane -cutting will continue through- 
out July and the 1970 harvest will begin 
immediately afterward u

The American Broadcasting Company’s Channel 
3 television facilities on Alux mountain outside 
Guatemala City were completely destroyed last 
months with damage exceeding $1 million* 

Seven youths, their faces painted, and armed 
with machine guns * used dynamite charges in the 
attack* They also planted cans of gasoline to 
insure complete destruction of the equipment. 

Officials at Channel 3 were unable to estimate 
how long the station would have to remain off the 
air, but they acknowledged it would be quite a 
while before they could resume broadcasting. 

Meanwhile the Guatemalan guerrilla organiza- 
tion Fuerzas Armadas Rebeldes (Rebel Armed Forces) 
has "condemned to death" Col 0 Carlos Arana, the

Castillo Armas -- Mario Lopez Villatoro and 
Byron Sagastume,-- have already been shot by 
guerrillas.

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FLY CUBA 

French students are having a hard time 
chartering flights to Cuba. According to Le 
Monde,, last summer several travel agencies 
contracted Caledonian and Spanair to fly French 
students to Cuba, But,, on July 30, 1968, the French 
Transportation Minister suspended all air rights 
for travel to Cuba. 

Pressure came from two sides -- from a deputy 
who charged that Cuba was training revolutionaries 
and from the United States. U.S. pressure was 
exerted through Air France -- a company with 
one-third of its flights and 70% of its clientele 
traveling to and from the U.S. 

On top of this, the Spanish government 
banned its company* Spanair, from transporting 
tourists to Cuba. Thus, Luxembourg remains the 
only Western country permitting charter flights 
to Cuba. Commercial flights are available at 
full rates from Madrid, Mexico City, Prague and 
Moscow.

THE RIGHT HAND OF AMERICAN CHARITY

What the great U 0 S 0 foundations give with 
their left hands they must take away with their 
right. No foundation can be really "charitable" 
that is dedicated to the maintenance of capital- 
ism and the prevention of social revolution. 

McGeorge Bundy’s Ford Foundation, for example, 
has spent several hundred million dollars on aid 
to the ’’under- developed” countries of the world 
money which comes in as interest on its invest- 
ments in corporations which keep most of the world 
underdeveloped. 

Nowhere is this done so blatantly, perhaps, 
as in South Africa. 

In summer 1968 Ford became one of the largest 
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investors in Eurofund, a closed-end investment 
corporation dominated by Charles Englehard, the 
New Jersey-based South African mining magnate 
whose life-style inspired Goidfinger. 

Most of Eurofund's popularity here in the 
U.S. is due to its sizable portfolio in "Kaffirs 
"Kaffirs" is the South African word for "niggers/ 1 
which is slang for mining shares. And quite aptly 
named* too* considering who does the work in the 
mines. "Kaffirs" now pay a fat 27% average premi- 
um 0 Like all private corporations* U a S. charity 
steals much more from the peoples of Africa than 
it even pretends to give them* 
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THE WORLD BANK DOES NOT BELONG TO THE WORLD

Kicked upstairs to the World Bank from his 
post as chief war-maker* Robert McNamara continues 
his efficiency drive -- to make the empire 
function smoothly. It is only natural that 
the World Bank has loaned more money to South 
Africa ($241*800*000 as of April 30* 1968) than 
to any other African country. 

South Afirca is not only a reliable ally 
but performs well as a second-rank imperialist 
herself, pulling other African countries into 
her own sub-empire* 

Second largest recipient of World Bank 
money in Africa is Nigeria, Americans one-time 
African showcase now gone sour. 

Typical of the World Bank's other great 
services to international development in the 
American interest is a $9.5 million loan to 
Senegal for increasing peanut production -- 
designed to continue Senegal's dependance on one 
crop* and a crop which is mostly French-controlled 
at that. But the U.S 0 is looking out for itself 
here* too* It was recently announced that a 
concession for oil prospecting has been awarded 
to the Casamance Sulphur and Petroleum Companies 
of Senegal, which turn out to be affiliates of 
Texas Gulf and Sulphur, 

While negotiating recent World Bank loans in 
Africa. McNamara took a tour of the continent* 


and did a little business for his friends. I n 
the Ivory Coast* he praised the "splendid 
example 1 of its development* The Ivory Coast v s 
economy is still mostly French-run, but it is 
now being challenged not by native capital but 
by an American consortium called MIDA which 
represents several Chicago investment and banking 
firms (Glore Fordan; William R. Staats, Inc.; 
William Blair § Co.; First Chicago International 
Finance Corp.). MIDA has an exclusive contract 
from AID* always there to do its bit to build the 
empire o Secretary of the Treasury David Kennedy, 
another Chicago banker* will certainly do his 
part to help his friends (as he has consistently 
in the past* according to Wright Patman, chairman 
of the House Banking Committee). 

McNamara also stopped in the Congo (Kinshasa) 
to announce that the World Bank would contribute 
to a study of the Congo's transport system (got 
to get that copper out) and a Food and Agricultural 
Organization (FAO) study of cattle, cotton and 
sugar farming (watch for ranches and plantations 
in the colonial tradition), 

McNamara's real mission in the Congo was to 
mediate between the Congolese government and the 
Belgians for a settlement on compensation for the 
nationalization of Union Miniere two years ago. 
Could McNamara's interest have something to do 
with the fact that Ted Sozenson of Arthur Goldberg's 
law firm is representing the Congolese government 
in the case? 
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THE ORDER OF THE LEOPARD

EARTH AND POLITICS

Earth House Hold , by Gary Snyder, New 
Directions Paperback, 143 pp., $1.95 0 

Gary Snyder spoke at a Berkeley teach-in on 
ecology and politics recently. It was the end 
of a long afternoon, at the end of two very long 

i' 

weeks, and most of the students had gone on about 
their business; but those who stlayed found their 
poet. Snyder understood that People 1 s Park was 
not an Issue, not a Symbol, not a mere Incident 
seeking confrontation, but an intimation of a 
need at once solid and visionary — the long 
twilight struggle for what he called "the non- 
negotiable demands of the earth," Everyone 
there hushed and moved closer to the podium. 

One measure of the abstractedness of so 
many on the left is that a well-known Berkeley 
politico dared to follow Snyder with a rasping 
tactical broadside, as if Snyder had not already 
made plain the stakes . Almost everyone left. 

Snyder calls himself a "Dharma revolution- 
ary" and the left dare not dismiss him. You can 
consign him to one or another tradition 
Thoreau, Kerouac's beats. Western Zen-seekers 
and he is indeed all of them. But there is some- 
thing about him too in which the San Francisco 
Diggers found early inspiration: it is tender 
without weakness, earth- seeking without romance, 
religious without reverence, combative without 
cant. He is a poet who uses words sparely and 
is not used by them. 
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Earth House Hold is a book you can have a 
conversation with; it should havebeen published 
loose-leaf. The bulk is diary jottings from 
Snyder’s 1950 r s wanderings, on mountains and 
ships; there are also short and pointed essays 
(extended jottings) on Indian legends, poetry, the 
family (an argument for the matrilineal family which 
women's liberation groups as well as male counter- 
parts should take up) 0 Buddhism, commune-tribes, 
perception «. 

To me, the whole amounts to a fresh reminder 
of the transcendent stakes of a socialist 
revolution : flashes of integrated ways of living. 
Snyder does not pose; this and the openness of 
his perception save him from the flimsy if 
attractive politics of self-indulgence. Unlike 
some flower people, he is taken with the reality 
of the world outside himself, so he is not putting 
us on when he calls himself a revolutionary, and he 
doesn't mean "you've got to change your mind instead," 

Of courses he misses much, which a poet cannot 
afford to, let alone a revolutionary poet. The 
people in his world are marginal people -- forest 
rangers, islanders, sailors — and he does not 
contact the textures of ordinary desperate life as 
ordinary people live it. He is wholly Yankee in 
his doubts: he is convinced in his experience of 

the claims of the earth, and thinks no nation in 
the world has heeded them Q I don't know about 
China, but I think he’s wrong about Cuba and 
certainly the Vietnamese are paying the best of 
tributes to their soil by ridding it of the U.S„ 

Army. Sure, let's argue with Gary Snyder, fill 
what he leaves empty -•* but inside the family. 

Snyder can help its do one thing we've scanted, 
which is to unders tand how American capitalism 
rips up everything of value, to taste the concrete- 
ness of the loss and to broadcast visions of a new 
civilization which knows coexistence with the 
earth. (There are excellent articles on the 
corporate rape of national parks and forests and 
on the splits in the conservation movement in 
No. 14 of The Old Mole, 2 Brookline st„, Cambridge, 
Mass, 02139„) The class struggle, remember, must 
point toward a prize, a happy ending. And in the 
struggle for a higher plane of human life. Earth 
House Hold is a green arsenal.

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EX- PANTHER' OBTAINED JAIL RELEASE , 

CARRIES OUT PROMISE TO BADMOUTH PANTHERS 
LIBERATION News Service 
WASHINGTON, D*C U (LNS) ~~ Were you surprised 
when the papers said recently that a former Black 
Panther and his wife had smeared the Black 
Panther Party'before a Senate investigating unit? 

Larry Clayton Powell,, 25, and his wife, Jean, 
24, appeared before the Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigations June 18 and 
accused the Panthers of everything from fucking 
14-year-old girls to planning armed robberies 
as a fund-raising activity „ 

What the establishment press didn't report 
is this; 

Powell was arrested, charged, tried and 
sentenced to a term of five years to life, 
along with another Panther, Wendell Wade 0 After 
spending a while in the can, Powell agreed to 
make a deal with the man, In return for a 
commutation of his sentence, he would badmouth 
the Panthers 0 

Both Powell and Wade had been tossed out of 
the Black Panther Party soon after the robbery, 
because they had ? v acted foolishly and raised 
confusion by acts of banditry 3 >v according to a 
Party statement 0 Nevertheless, Wade recently 
sent a letter from jail to Bobby f>eale, national 
chairman of the Black Panther Party . He wrote 
the letter (which was released at a Panther press 
conference in San Francisco) after he found out 
that Powell had decided to play the man ? >s game 0 ■ 
The letter said, 

’‘Everything was wrong in what I did u . 00 I v m 
not a renegade o I haven 1 ' t joined the other side, 
Larry Powell copped to one robbery. 0 .he is a 
renegade, he joined the other side eooo I just 
found out all this when they bailed Larry out of 
here. I accepted what the party did [the expul- 
sion] because when I met Huey he told me some- 
thing I never forgot;’ V A revolutionary must 
expect to spend long periods of time in jail.... 

He must work in the most severe and adverse 
conditions with long hours and no pay* He must 
even expect to be disavowed by his leaders, but 
he must take this and come back for more.,,*" 1 

What is particularly interesting is that the 


Oakland Police were not the ones who made use 
of the Powell's ‘‘cadence Rather, it found 
its way to the McClellan Committee. This is 
another good indication of the scope of the 
nationwide plot against the Panthers, which has 
already resulted in frame-ups and harassment all 
across the country, 
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STREET BATTLE IN ANN ARBOR 

ANN ARBOR, Mich, (LNS) -- Street people and 
students were clubbed and gassed here Tuesday 
night, June 17, as they tried to defend a section 
of street against attacking police. 

Seme of the kids were only 11 and 12 years 
old. The establishment press and TV in Detroit 
called the police action "worse than any in the 
1967 Detroit riot," 

The leader of this police riot was Wash- 
tenaw County Sheriff Douglas Harvey. He was 
heard urging his men "to crack some of these 
punks’ skulls," according to Ken Kelley of the 
Ann Arbor Argus, Sixty-seven young people were 
arrested on Tuesday andWednesday night. Reports 
from hospitals and neighborhood first aid sta- 
tions place the number injured on Tuesday night 
alone at over 100. Of the more than 500 cops 
involved in the riot, only 15 received hospital 
treatment 0 

The trouble began early Tuesday night af- 
ter 200 young people threw up barricades across 
a section of South University St., a shady, 
shop-lined street just south of the University 
of Michigan campus, in order to resume their 
street party of the night before. Hundreds of 
kids had been taking part in a "Liberation 
Festival" with bonfires, dancing and Doing it 
in the Road. 

At 9 p.m. Tuesday night County deputies 
and City police moved down the street in a wedge 
formation, squeezing most people back on the 
sidewalks where they were brutally attacked by 
Harvey's deputies- 21 people were arrested in 
that sweep, including one 15 year old boy 
accused of trying to knife a pig. The street 
was cleared, but kids atop of South U Street 
-buildings begap a barrage of stones and bottles 
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aimed at the cops below. Harvey ordered tear- 
gas carmisters launched at the rooftops. The 
kids split. 

The police then cordoned off a ten-block 
area around the street and would not let anyone 
pass the barricades. 

At one point two youths approached the 
police line seeking to get to their car. One 
was bleeding from a cut wrist. Police chased 
them back before they could explain. Then they 
were let through with their hands in the air 
and M16’s trained on their backs. Police ripped 
off the youth 1 s makeshift bandage to make 
sure he carried no concealed weapon before the 
two were finally allowed to leave,. 

Some of the young people had sought refuge 
in the house of University of Michigan president 
Robben Fleming, which is on South U. Street. 

But as Fleming stood outside his house con- 
ferring with students, Harvey’s masked mobile 
units broke up the meeting with teargas and 
smoke bombs, Fleming tried to carry on the 
negotiations up the street at the scene of the 
first attack. But Harvey appeared on the 
scene, backed up by his cops dressed in green 
fatigues similar to National Guard uniforms, 
and said there would be no compromises. 

He ordered the crowd, now 3000 strong, 
to disperse within 15 minutes--or else. Fleming, 
a former labor mediator, said he wanted to talk 
with them some more . 

"I don’t give a goddamn what you want,” 

Harvey said, "We're not playing games any more.” 

Five minutes later masked pigs were swinging 
their way into the crowd behind clouds of gas. 

They used pepper gas, outlawed in the 1930's 
because of its potentially lethal effects, and 
CN and CS gas, honed to perfection in the jungles 
of Vietnam, 

The following night South U St. was an armed 
camp, with Michigan State Police posted up and 
down the way with bayonets fixed. Nobody was per- 
mitted to stop in the area Squads of local po- 
lice kept people moving, arresting 30 persons 
on misdemeanors- Twenty-six of the 47 arrested 
Tuesday were charged with a felony based on in- 
citement to riot. 


GREEN BERETS ORDERED TO KILL 
DESERTERS FIGHTING FOR NLF 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- Top secret operations are 
being launched in Vietnam to kill or capture 
American deserters fighting for the NLF, accord- 
ing to a London Express story reprinted June 24 
in the New York Post. The operations have been 
ordered as the problem of troops going AWOL in 
the war zone becomes increasingly serious. 

Many of them are black soldiers, who let 
it be known they are deserting as a gesture in 
support of the black liberation movement in the 
U.S. At American headquarters in Saigon a spokes- 
man confirmed that latest figures showed de- 
sertions in Vietnam are running at the rate of 
nearly 10 a day. He was unable to reveal the 
total number of deserters, nor is it known how 
many join "the enemy.” In the Danang area, a 
group of black deserters formed a black power 
platoon and held regular drill parades near a 
village. 

Those who do defect are extremely helpful 
to the NLF. They take with them detailed knowledge 
of how to work American equipment and how Amer- 
ican units operate. 

In the Mekong Delta there have been reports 
of deserters using stolen radios to cut in on 
Army wave lengths to misdirect artillery and 
helicopter fire. These men are considered such 
a menace that Green Beret troops are used to 
try to track them down. The Green Berets are 
ordered to kill them if it is impossible to 
capture them alive. So far there have been no 
reports of a court martial of any American who 
joined the NLF. 
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START THINKING 

"If there was one thing that started me 
thinking it was President (Franklin) Roose- 
velt’s cuff links ... Some of them with rubies 
and precious stones.. and I'll never forget 1 was 
setting on an old tire out in the front yard 
and we were poor and hungry. I was sitting out 
there in the hot sun. There weren’t any trees 
and I was wondering why it is thatone man 
could have all those cufflinks when we couldn’t 
have enough to eat.”

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UNITED FRONT AGAINST FASCISM 

Incipient American fascism is endeavoring to direct the disillusionment and 
discontent of these masses into reactionary fascist channels. It is a peculi- 
arity of the development of American fascism that at the present stage it ap- 
pears principally in the guise of an opposition to fascism, which it accuses of 
being an "un-American" tendency imported from abroad. In contradistinction to 
German fascism, which acts under anti-constitutional slogans, American fascism 
tries to portray itself as the custodian of the constitution and "American dem- 
ocracy." It does not yet represent a directly menacing force. But if it suc- 
ceeds in penetrating to the broad masses who have become disillusioned with the 
old bourgeois parties, it may become a serious menace in the very near future . 

And what' would the success of fascism in the United States entail? For the 
tolling masses it would, of course, entail the unrestrained strengthening of 
the regime of exploitation and the destruction of the working class movement. 

Under these circumstances, can the American proletariat content itself with 
the organization of only its class conscious vanguard, which is prepared to fol- 
low the revolutionary path? No. 

It is perfectly obvious that the interests of the American proletariat de- 
mand that all its forces dissociate themselves from the capitalist parties with- 
out delay. It must at the proper. time find ways and suitable forms of preventing 
fascism from winning over the broad discontented masses of the tollers. And here 
it must be said that under American conditions the creation of a mass party of 
toilers, a "W orkers* and Farmers 1 Party V ( "Poor Black and Oppressed Peoples * 
Party".) might serve as such a suitable form. Such a party would be a specific 
form of the mass people* s front in America that should be set up in opposition 
to the parties of the trusts and the banks, and likewise to growing fascism. 

Such a party, of course, will be neither Socialist nor Communist. But it MUST 
be an party and must NOT be an anti- Communist party. The pro- 

gram of ^this narty must be directed against the banks, trusts and monopolies, 
against the principal enemies of the people who are gambling on its misfortunes. 
Such a party will be equal to its task only if it defends the urgent demands of 
the working class, only if it fights for LAND for the white and black sharecroppers 
and for their liberation from the burden of debt; only if it works for the can- 
cellation of the farmers' indebtedness, only if it fights for the equal status 
of the Negroes only if it fights for the demands of the war veterans, and for 
the interests of the members of the liberal professions, the small businessmen, 
the artisans. And so on. 

It goes without saying that such a party will fight for the election of its 
own candidates to local offices, to the state legislatures, to the House of 
Representatives and the Senate. 

Our comrades in the United States acted rightly in taking the initiative for 
the creation of such a party, but they still have to take effective measures 
in order to make the creation of such a party the cause of the masses themselves. 
The question of forming a "Workers' and Farmers' Party" , and its program, should 
be discussed at mass meetings of the people. 17 e should develop the most wide- 
spread movement for the creation of such a party, and take the lead in it. In no 
case must the initiative of organizing the party be allowed to pass to elements 
desirous of utilizing the discontent of the masses which have become disil- 
lusioned in both the bourgeois parties. Democratic and Republican, in order to 
create a "third party" in the United States, as an anti -Communist party, a 
party directed against the revolutionary movement.
